SOUSA SENTENCED TO 
18 MONTHS 
POST OFFICE THEFT 


|“YOUR EGREGIOUS CONDUCT,” 


~ SAYS. CHIEF JUSTICE 
“MAKING A’ FIGURE” 


Jose Antonio Mariano de Sousa (a 
Portuguese, 22 years of“age) was 
sentenced this morning by. his 
Honour ‘the Chief. Justice (Sir 
Henry Gollan, C.B.E:, K.C.) to 18 
months’ imprisonment with - hard 
labour. . : 

This was the first case heard 
when the July Criminal Sessions 
opened. De Sousa pleaded guilty 
to the four charges. against him, 
two of “being an official (on Feb. 
5, 1929) of the Post Office and being 
entrusted with the preparing 


prepare such document incorrectly” 
and two of. larceny. 

The subject matter of the indict- 
ment, of course, was the theft. of 
10,000 yen posted to Japan and also 
of other registered mail. 

Bags Burnt 

Prisoner was not legally respre- 
sented, having 
Police Court. Mr. Sometset Fitzroy 
(Assistant Attorney General) ap- 
peared for the Crown. = = 

At his Lordship’s request, Mr. 
Fitzroy related the salient features 
of the case.

His Lordship was referr- 
ing to prisoner’s statement of 
having taken friends to dinner, 
giving them money and taking an- 
other youth with him down to Java. 
where, -Mr. Fitzroy had said, he 
had waived extradition proceedings 
80 soon as he was arrested, this 
being a fact-in. his favour. 

Refering to those “friends,” his 
Lordship added: “I can’tvhelp feel- 
ing that their conduct is very seri- 
ous as well, ag they must have known 
that you could not have come by the 
money honestly.” :

ANNUAL GENERAL, MEETING

We reslise the difficulties of’ commer- 
cial exploitation, bat when one locks 
9 back on the years of experimental work 
carried out under considerable dif- 
ficulty, the progress made in-the last 
year or two is gratifying. 

- Snecessful - Demonstration Reads . 

To-day it is possible to show areas of 
rubber paving which are standing up 
very well indeed under the most 
severe modern traffic conditions. - Had 
it not been for the support . which’ 
Rubber Roadways, Limited, have given, 
‘| very little, if any, progress would have 
heen made.

Briefly, the proposal was 
hat rubber blocks should be. laid by 
the contractor at an initial cost to the 
highway authority rather less than 
that of wood bloeks, supplemented hy 
a reasonable. contribution ‘from pro- 
‘perty owners or frontagers, and an an-~ 
nual rental-te be paid by the highway 
authority concerned so long as the ro!

Immediate Investigation Required 
In..the report of the Commission of 
Inquiry into the Holborn explosions re- 
ference ig made to modern traffic con- 
ditions increasing the vibration pass- 
ing through the ground, and the Com- 
tissioners suggest that the question 
would well repay detailed investigation. 
From inquiries made it would appear 
that. very little knowledge is available 
on the subject. Your company has had 
some tests made on the rubber paving 
in New Bridge Street, but they are 
not conclusive, as it was not possible 
to arrange for comparative: records to 
be taken before the rubber blocks. were 
laid.

STRUGCLE BETWEEN BUYERS & 
PRODUCERS 


Raw sugar is one of the few products 
the price-of which in mail week was 
down to less than the pre-War level. 
Just before the Budget of 1928 the 
quotation was 12s, 104d. per ewt.; it is 
now 8s. 6d. In the same period re- 
fined granulated sugar has fallen from 
BOs. 444d. to 22s. 446d. per cwt. 80 
that the whole benefit of the decline 
(with an addition, due to cheapening in 
the refinery. process}, has been passed 
on to the consumer. :

Nevertheless, says a writer of City 
notes, the heavy drop in prices has 
produced awkward situations in the 
trade. The price is now below. the gen- 
eral cost of production, and unless a 
tise occurs producers ‘will have to re- 
strict their‘output.. ‘This, together with 
the inereased eonsumption induced by. 
low. prices, may have its natural effect 
in holding“ the balance true between 
cost and sale price. : 

Refiners Versus Factories 

Aft preseat, however, the demand for 
refined sugar is very poor and the pro- 
duction of jit has been stimulated by 
Governmental action. Our own sub- 
sidised factories produce about -250,000 
tons of best sugar per yéar.. But under 
the Budget of 1928 the factories have 
been able to refine imported raw cane 
sugars, thas ‘adding a further 200,000 
tona to thir output.

CONTINUING THE FIGHT 


Most’ disturbing. at the present 
time is the continuance of. the. strike 
of. joiners and polishers, “which shows 
no signs of an.immediate settlement. 
It.was stated at a meeting of the 
United Trades ‘Council récently that 
there was no change. in the develop- 
ment, and it was also stated that 
funds: were being received from 
across the water, and statements 
were made. by delegates from the 
participants to the dispute that the 
men. were prepared to continue the 
fight until they got the extra money. 

Last week. (says the Belfast cor- 
respondent in the “Journal of Com- 
merce”. to. hand) -the Minister of 
Labour for Northern: Ireland recéiv- 
ed a deputation of trades union re- 
presentatives whose members are. sm- 
ployed in other trades in the ship- 
building industry which urged upon 
him the importance of further efforts 
being made to reach a settlement, 
and the Minister promised to inter- 
view both parties to the dispute with 
the hope of a settlement being reach- 
ed, The Minister made reference to 
the dispute in the Ulster Parliament 
and expressed the hope that before 
jong peace will be restored. If not, 
he said, many .other trades will 
suffer, and irreparable damage might 
be done to the industry itself if the 
strike was unduly prolonged.

REPORT ON DIOCESAN 
GIRES’ SCHOOL 


MEDICAL OFFICER'S TRIBUTE 


Dr. E, M. Minett, Medical Officer

fairly common - both. for deck and 
engine-room services, Although the 
economy, compared with the equiva- 
jent steam auxiliaries, is of a strik- 
ing character when the dynamos pro- 
viding, the necessary current are 
driven by oil-engines, the high initial 
cost of electrical auxiliaries .and 
diesel dynamos has, so far, prevent- 
ed their being used to any extent on 


board the usual type of cargo steam- 
Cir gn * 

It is difficult to foresee at present 
any development_ of a revolutionary 
character that is going to make the 
cost of electrically-driven pumps, 
steering gear, winches, &cy plus the 
requisite diesel-driven generators, fall 
to a level materially nearer that of 
the equivalent ‘steam plant. On the 
other hand, there are certain services 
where the adoption of  electrically- 
driven auxiliaries with high-class 
steam-driven main machinery would 
prove a better economic proposition, 


particularly ‘where good coal is easi- 
ly obtainable at a moderate price, 
than the more 
main engines and steam-diiven deck 
and. engine-room auxiliaries. The

Another proposition which. might

Shelley; Mr. S. G. Brown, F.R.S,, re- 
presented by the Hon, Stafford Cripps, 
KC, Mr. Trevor Watson and. Mr. 
Dr. A. L. Rawlings, -:-whose 
counsel were Mr, D. H. Corsellis and 
Mr. Reginald Jones; and Mr. BE, Kil- 
burn Scott;-who was not represented, 

The Admiralty were represented by. 
Mr. Wilfred Greeno, K.C., Mr. James 
Whitehead, K.C., and Mr. J..M. Me- 
“Ewen. E 

Mr. Shelley, eontinying his specch 
in opening the case for Sir James 
Henderson, dealt with some cor- 
respondence with the Admiralty. He 


-| said the Admiralty ‘made en offer to 


pay: Sir James £5,000. Sir James re- 
plied to that by pointing out that when 
he accepted an appointment as'a pro- 
fessor at the. Royal Naval College, 
Greenwhich, at a smal? salary and 
with no pension, he was given per- 
mission to do outside consulting work. 

Instead of taking advantage of that 
opportunity. he devoted himself for 12 
years to working for the Admiralty 
and to endeavouring to.further the in- 
terests of the naval service... In that 


time he was granted 28 patents for in- 


ventions, which were all of use to the 
service, and their nature and value 
was shown by the fact that the Ad- 
miralty required him to take, out 19 
secret patents. As he had been pre- 
vented from making any commercial 
use of his inventions, although the 
terms of his appointment entitled him 
to do so, he thought that it was not 
fair to ask him ‘to accept £5,000 on 
condition of assigning all his patents.

PROSECUTION BY THE §.C.A. 
Thata mui tsai (slave girl) ig 
the property of wealthy 
people, and that she is only expect- 
ed to do menia] work in the house 
and not to be hired out in order to 
earn money for her purchaser is 
the opinion vouchsafed by Mr Tong 
Yat-tsun, a prominent Chinese re- 
sident. The treatment accorded to 
a mui tsai by her mistress or pur- 
_chaser cannot, for obvious reasons, 
be the same as she would eecord 
to her own daughter. 

This opinion was given at ‘the 
Kowloon Magistracy- on Saturday 
before Mr T. 8.

All that she earned was col- 
lected fortnightly by ‘her mistress. 
During the day she had to do house- 
hold work as well: 

Mr. H. R. Butters, of the S.C.A.. 
conducted the prosecution.

Magistrate told 
Mr. Butters that he had given great 
consideration to the facts of the 
case and'he was not sure whether

The matter, it appeared to him, was 
governed by, the Industrial Employ- 
ment of Children’s Ordinance 22 of 
1922. That Ordinance defined a 
child asa person under.15 years of 
age, and in the case before him he 
was inclined to hold that the girl 
was over 15 years of age. In fact, 
dhe had admitted that she was’ 16 
years of age, according to Chinese 
reckoning, and although Mr. But- 
ters had argued that that meant
